June IO.— An identical 
Dote, the te x t of which by authority 
of the p resid en t was m ade public late 
at night at th e W hite H ouse by Secre­ 
tary Loeb, h a s been forw arded to the 
governm ents of Russia an d Jap an by 
P resident Roosevelt. 
In the 
interest of h u m anity 
the 
president u rg e s the w arrin g nations 
to conclude peace. 
It is suggested by 
the p resident that the negotiations for 
peace be conducted “directly and ex­ 
clusively” betw een the belligerent n a­ 
tions. 
The n o te indicates th e presiden t’s 
belief th a t an interm ediary may not 
be n ecessary to effect conclusive nego­ 
tiations, 
b u t likewise ex presses 
the 
president’s willingness to do all th a t 
he properly m ay to prom ote the pre­ 
lim inary arran g em en ts for a tim e and 
place for th e meeting ct rep resen ta­ 
tives of th e R ussian and Ja p a n e se gov- 
ernm ents. 
The follow ing is th e text of the dis­ 
pa tell as given out: 
“On Ju n e 8, the following dispatch 
was sent by the 
president through 
diplom atic channels, to th e Japanese 
cml R u ssian governm ents: 
“ ‘The presid en t feels th a t the tim e 
lins com e w hen in the in tere st of all 
m ankind he m ust endeavor to see if 
it is not possible to brin g to an end 
the terrib le and 
lam en tab le conflict 
now being waged. 
W ith both Russia 
and Ja p a n th e United S ta te s has in­ 
herited ties of friendship 
and good 
will. 
It hopes for th e prosperity of 
each and it feels th a t th e progress of 
the world is set back by the w ar be­ 
tw een th e s e two great nations. 
The 
president, accordingly, urges the R us­ 
sian and Jap an ese governm ents not 
only for th e ir own sa k e s but in the 
interest of th e whole civilized world 
to open direct negotiations for peace 
with one another. 
T he president sug­ 
gests th a t these peace negotiations 
be conducted

words, th a t there m ay be a m eeting 
of R ussian and Jap a n e se plenipoten­ 
tiaries or delegates w ithout any in te r­

to te rm s of peace. 
The p resid en t earnestly asks that the 
(R ussian) 
(Japanese) governm ent do 
now ag re e to such a m eeting and is 
asking th e (Japanese) (R ussian) gov­ 
ernm ent likew ise to agree. 
W hile the 
president does not feel th at any in­ 
term ediary should be called in in re­ 
spect to th e peace negotiations th em ­ 
selves, he 
is entirely willing 
to do 
w hat he properly can. if the two pow­ 
ers concerned feel th a t his services 
will be of aid in a rra n g in g the pre­ 
lim inaries as to the tim e and place of 
m eeting. 
But if even th e se prelim i­ 
naries can be arran g ed 
directly be­ 
tw een th e tw o powers or in any other 
way, th e p resid ent will be glad, as his 
sole purp ose is to bring about a m eet­ 
ing w hich the whole civilized world 
will pray m ay result in peace.’ ” 
T he foregoing note w as forw arded 
to the R u ssian and Ja p a n e se govern­ 
ments 
T hu rsd ay 
afternoon.

n adored especially significant by the 
fact th a t it was 
p rep ared and sent 
only a tte r assu rances 
had been re­ 
ceived from Tokio and St. P e tersb urg 
th at such a proposition would be wel­ 
comed.

T a k a h ira of Japan w ere cognizant of

IO.—M. Bou- 
tiron, first secretary of the French em ­ 
bassy, had a long conference w ith F o r­ 
eign M inister Lam sdorff in the a fte r­ 
noon, and M. B om pard, the F ren ch a m ­ 
bassador, is hu rry in g back from Paris. 
France, instead of displaying jealousy 
at th e initiative taken by P re sid e n t 
Roosevelt with a view to bringing R us­ 
sia and Jap an togeth er for peace, has 
ap parently w arm ly welcomed it and 
will give it co-operation. 
No further definite developm ent is 
now expected until P resid en t Roose­ 
velt retu rns to W ashington from his 
trip to Virginia. 
S tatem en ts in th e dispatches th a t 
the president’s sole aim is to bring the 
w arring powers tog eth er in direct ne­ 
gotiations 
have 
been 
confirmed. 
T h ere has been no u nd ertak in g on his 
part to apprise R u ssia of the Ja p a n e se 
term s, nor, it is believed, to find a pre­ 
lim inary basis for negotiations. 
T he 
m ain obstacle 
to the 
p re sid e n t’s ef­ 
forts has been rem oved with th e em ­ 
p e ro r’s acquiescence in his initiative 
and negotiations are probably now pro­ 
ceeding at Tokio. 
George de Staal may be the R ussian 
peace plenipotentiary, if one is nam ed. 
N otw ithstan din g the 
progress al­ 
ready trad e a great deal of skepticism 
is m anifested in certain q u a rte rs as 
to the result of P resident R oosevelt’s 
dem arches. 
Tile public seem s reluc­ 
ta n t to believe th a t the em peror could 
hav e assented to anything like a m ove­ 
m ent tow ard peace. 
The em peror has 
oast the die and 
will m ake peace if 
J a p a n ’s term s be such th a t R ussia 
can accept them with dignity.

STATEMENT FROM 
BANK EXAMINER 


Makes a Full andCottiplete S tate­ 
m ent of the Condition of the 
Northern Pacific Bank 


$158,000 ON DEP’ I W HEN CLOSED 


States That Things are in a Fair 
Way to Insure a Complete Re­ 
organization of the Bank 


Public Examiner P. M. Horst, of St. 
Paul, arrived in the city yesterday af- ^ 
ternoon after an absence of IO days and 
and just before leaving for St. Paul this 
afternoon he gave T h e 
D i s p a t c h the 
following statement for publication: 
“The Northern Pacific bank appears to 
be in a fair way of reorganization, and I 
see no reason why such reorganization 
should not be completed within a short 
time. The length of time it will take to 
accomplish this depends largely upon 
the prompt response of the creditors of 
the bank to sign the agreement of ex­ 
tension of time for the payment of tho 
claims in three installments of 331^ per 
cent each in six, twelve and eighteen 
months with interest at the rate of 3 
per cent per annum. 
“The deposits of the bank at the time 
of closing were $158,000.00, which is 
made up of a good many individual de­ 
positors. It can, therefore, be readily 
seen that it is quite a task to obtain the 
signature of the depositors to tho exten­ 
sion agreement, therefore, it behooves 
the depositors to act promptly in the 
matter and come int© tho bank for the 
purpose of assisting in tho reorganiza­ 
tion to the extent of signing the exten­ 
sion. 
“The gentlemen in charge of reorgan­ 
ization proceedings have a number of 
other important matters to adjust to 
which they must also devote their at­ 
tention, viz: 
“The assessment on the capital stock 
of the bank must be collected in cash. 
I have required of them that a large 
amount of cash must be on hand before 
the reopening of the bank. This in­ 
volves considerable time and close at­ 
tention to the assets of the bank. 
“There can bo no question about what 
is the best policy to pursue in the mat­ 
ter of the Northern Pacific bank. It 
has been my intention from the start to 
have the bank reorganized, providing it 
could be done and the assets of tho 
bank found to be such that would per­ 
mit of reorganization. 
“I have been obliged to delay making 
a statement of the condition of the bank 
for tho reason that I had not sufficient 
personal knowledge of the real value of 
the bank’s assets until this time. 
“I am firmly of tho belief that the 
bank can and should be reopened, there­ 
by affording the depositors a very much 
greater security for their claims. If 
the bank fails to reorganize it will go 
into the hands of a receiver, and it is 
well known that a receivership is ex­ 
pensive and 
cumbersome and would 
necessarily take a long time to wind up 
its affairs. 
“On the other hand reorganization 
under the following conditions and un­ 
der the direction of the public examin­ 
er. 
“I. That an assessment of 50 
per 
cent on the capital stock be paid in cash 
by the stockholders. 


“ll. That there be a large amount of 
cash on hand before reopening the bank. 
“III. That the depositors give the 
bank 6, 12 and IB months time in which 
to pay them off. 
“IV. That a practical and competent 
banker be appointed as cashier, should 
appeal to every creditor that by this 
course his interest is best served. 
“The following statement discloses 
tho condition of the bank as of May IO, 
1905, when taken iii charge by the pub­ 
lic examiner:
